WASHINGTON <AP) - President. Ford, 


pronouncing inflation a "deadly long-range 
enemy," prodded Congress Monday night to act 
immediately on his budget-cutting and 
unemployment-aid programs. 


At a twfrphased White House news conference, 


the President also disclosed that the terms of his 
arms agreement with Soviet leader Leonid t 
Brezhnev would permit each nation an arsenal of 
2,400 nuclear missiles or bombers. As many as 1,320 
missiles in each country could have multiple 
warheads. 


Ford said the terms of the accord, which has yet 


to be turned into a detailed agreement between the 
two super-powers, would cap future arms buildups 
and would not, as some critics maintain, "permit 
an agreed buildup." 


Without the strategic arms ceilings, Ford said, 


there would have been a renewed aims race. He 
said the United States had information that the 
Soviet Union would have increased its nuclear

• arsenal, adding that the United States would have 
had to do the same. 


Ford said that will not be the case now. But he 


also said that U.S:. defense budgets will be going up, 
and that the administration has an obligation to 
enlarge the U.S. nuclear force "to stay up to that 
ceiling" set in the Vladivostok agreement. 


The President's news conference, held in the 


Executive Office Building, across a narrow street 
from the White House, was divided into two parts, 
each with an opening statement from Ford. 


First, he disclosed the arms accqrd terms, 


answered questions about it and foreign policy for 
about 20 minutes. 


In that segment of the nationally broadcast and 


televised news conference, Ford also said he and 
Brezhnev had agreed that in Middle East settle- 
ment efforts, Israel and her Arab foes should make 
a maximum effort to keep negotiations going. 


"We think our step by step approach is the right 


one for the time being..." he said. "We also agreed 


that at a certain point, a Geneva conference might 
be the final answer." 


Then, Ford switched from foreign to domestic 


matters, and for the second half of his news con- 
ference; concentrated on the economy. 


Again, he began with a prepared statement, 


saying "Our greatest danger today is to fall victim 
to the more exaggerated alarms that are being 
generated about the underlying health and strength 
of our economy." 


He said recession is a serious threat that has hurt 


many Americans and alarms many more, but 
"hopefully, it is a shorter-range evil" than infla- 
tion. 


"We are going to take some lumps and bumps, 


but with the help of Congress and the American 
people, we are perfectly,able to cope with our pre- 
sent and foreseeable economic problems," he said. 


Ford announced no major new economic 


programs, instead prodding Congress again to ap- 
prove his proposals to trim the 1975 budget by $4.6 


billion and to enact his job program. 


But in his prepared remarks he did not repeat his 


plea for Congress to approve his controversial 5 per 
cent surtax proposal on upper-level incomes, 
although during the question and answer period 
that followed he did ask Congress to consider it. 


He repeated his opposition to a big increase in 


the federal gasoline tax and said he thought the 
majority of the American people support him on 
this, even though his advisers have urged him to 
reconsider. 


In addition to restating his firm opposition to an 


increase in the gasoline tax, Ford also said he 
doesn't anticipate any need for gasoline rationing. 
He also said he does not think there will be any 
serious shortage of gasoline. 


In calling for quick congressional approval of his 


budget-cut, unemployment relief and other 
proposals, Ford said "Action is more hopeful than 
criticism at this stage and every week the Congress 
delays makes the prospects a little bleaker." 


The President said "times are nowhere near 


desperate enough to paraphrase President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt's great rallying cry that 'the 
only thing we have to fear is fear itself.' Still, it is a 
good thing to remember." 


Ford said at least four measures deserve "special 


and immediate attention" by the current Congress: 


—His $4-6-billion budget-reducing actions, 


without Congress adding additional spending. 


—A National Employment Assistance Act to 


provide useful work for those who have exhausted 
unemployment benefits and to aid others un- 
employed not previously covered. 


—The Trade Reform Act, which Ford said "can 


help immeasurably in fighting both recession and 
inflation by creating more jobs and providing more 
goods as well." 


—The tax reform bill, which he said, would 


provide needed tax relief for low-income citizens, 
while taxing windfall profits of certain oil com- 
panies.

Democrats sought to strengthen their 
rank and file Monday and elected Rep. 
Phillip Burton of California as caucus 
chairman. At the same time, they 
ousted William M. "Fish Bait" Miller 
as doorkeeper, a post the flamboyant 
Miller had held for a quarter century. 


Burton ran on an activist platform 


of giving the 291-member Democrat 
caucus a greater voice in setting House 
policy and giving Democrats more 
power on committees.

In another reform move, the caucus 


voted 146 to 122 to take the job of 
assigning Democrats to committees 
away from the Ways and Means panel 
headed by Rep. Wilbur D. MUTs of 
Arkansas. The task instead was 
handed to the more moderate 15- 
member Democratic steering com- 
mittee. 


Some members said Mills' recent 


episodes with a nightclub stripper was 
a factor, but most cited disenchant- 
ment with the conservative tilt of 
Ways and Means as the biggest reason.

Promote Participation

notably through their inclusion 
as candidates for delegate to the 
Democratic national convention. 


"In Nebraska," Exon said, "it 


is generally agreed that we have 
the most democratic process of 
all since all of our delegates are 
elected by secret ballot. 


"There is no way anyone can 


control who is elected." 


The proposed new Democratic 


charter would not interfere with 
that process, and "there can be 
no challenges to seat our 
delegates" as long as the state 
parry follows the affirmative ac- 
tion process, the governor noted.

Pioneer 11 Probe Inspects Mighty Jupiter 


MOUNTAIN VIEW, Calif. (AP) - Pioneer 


11 challenged the fierce rays of Jupiter on 
Monday, preparing to dart through its 
dangerous radiation belt and men skim up its 
face, collecting data that scientists nope will 
unlock some of the secrets of the universe. 


As the spacecraft whirred through space at 


50000 miles per hour toward its perilous 
rendezvous with the giant planet at 9:S p.m. 
PST, scientists announced that it bad given 
mankind a first peek at a tiny polar icecap on 
Caunto, one of Jupiter's moons. 


"We have found* very tiny south pole on 


Caffisto," said Dr. Tom Gehreb chief of me 
Pioneer 11 picture-taking town, "ft is a well- 
defined south note and Ml never been seen 
before." 


Callisto, the outermost of the four major Jo- 


vian moons discovered by Galileo in 1610, is 
considered the most likely location for a 
manned space landing oecause it receives less 
intense radiation from Jupiter than the other 
moons. 


Genrefe said the doseup television pictures 


abo disclosed (Me features in Jupiter's south 
temperate zone. He said this indicated the 
weather zone, shown as a sotid white stripe in 
pictures taken a year ago by Pioneer 10, may 
be breaking up. 


Scientists were confident that the STOpound 


spacecraft would survive to fly on for a rendez- 
vous with Saturn in 1975, even though they 
reported a slight malfunction in its picture- 
taking equipment They said they could not 


immediately determine if the malfunction was 
caused by the planet's radiation. 


Pioneer 11 was programmed to pass 26,600 


miles above the planet's cloud cover. It will be 
pelted with deadly electrons and protons. 


"Where we may get in trouble is with the 


protons," said Dr. John Wolfe, Pioneer 
project scientest here at the National 
Aeronautics and Space Administration's Ames 
Research Center which controls the 
spacecraft "If they are of high energy, they 
may get into the spacecraft and do some 
damage." 


Scientists will not know whether Pioneer 11 


survives the ordeal until about two hours after 
its dose* approach to Jupiter. They expected 
it would take the spacecraft 90 minutes to pass 


out of Jupiter's intense radiation zone and 
another 30 minutes to message its fate back to 
earth. 


The spacecraft was to approach from the 


south pole, duck through the radiation belt, 
trace a corkscrew path up the face of the 
planet and then leave from the north polar 
region. This course will give scientists their 
first pictures of the polar regions and their 
best pictures ever of Jupiter's swifting giant 
red spot, believed to be a centuries-old. 30,000- 
miteJong hurricane. 


The vehicle's tiny telescope began Monday 


to transmit back to scientists their best pic- 
tures ever of Jupiter, snowing them that it 
ktoks like an orange and white striped basket- 
ball.

An effort by conservative Rep. 
Charles E. Wiggins of California to un­ 
seat moderate Rep. John B. Anderson 
of Illinois as chairman of the 
Republican caucus was rejected 85 to 
52. 


Burton ran on a platform of reforms 
including several to give the 
Democrats more power in the House. 


The most visible of the immediate 
reforms favored by Burton would give 
Democrats a two to one member ratio 
on each of the 21 standing committees 
that do the real work of the House:

Exon Expects Demos 
To Avoid 
' Bloodbath' 


'FISH BAIT' . . . no longer doorkeeper,

Gov. J. James Exon Monday 
said he believes delegates to the 
Democratic national mini­ 
convention in Kansas City this 
week will reject any effort to 
plunge the party into “another 
bloodbath.” 
Exon said he is “sure (such) an 
attempt will be made by some of 
the delegates,” and there are 
“ likely to be some isolated 
walkouts to protest real or im­ 
agined shortcomings” in the 
proposed new charter for future 
party operations. 
“But I am confident that the 
convention will be a success,” 
the governor said in a Statehouse 
interview. 
Delegates, he predicted, will 
reach agreement on “a fair and 
meaningful” charter. 
Quota Problem 
The flash point for possible 
disruption is that recent party 
bugaboo — quotas for conven­ 
tion delegates representing cer­ 
tain segments of the society, in­ 
cluding racial minorities, youth 
and women. 
It was the quota system which 
split the party at the 1972 
national convention, with 
organized labor the most 
predominant dissenter. 


Exon hopes the convention 
will accept a charter which 
“ rejects quotas, as such,” and 
relies instead on “so-called affir­ 
mative action plans” to involve 
all segments of the population in 
Democratic party affairs. 
That was the position agreed 
to last month by Democratic 


governors at a caucus in South 
Carolina. 
Promote Participation 
Under the affirmative action 
plan, the Democratic Party in 
Nebraska — and in other states 
— would be obligated to en­ 
courage and promote the par­ 
ticipation of all segments, most 
notably through their inclusion 
as candidates for delegate to the 
Democratic national convention. 
“ In Nebraska,” Exon said, “it 
is generally agreed that we have 
the most democratic process of 
all since all of our delegates are 
elected by secret ballot. 
“There is no way anyone can 
control who is elected." 
The proposed new Democratic 
charter would not interfere with 
that process, and “there can be 
no challenges to seat our 
delegates” as long as the state 
party follows the affirmative ac­ 
tion process, the governor noted. 
‘Acceptable’ 
With that compromise solu­ 
tion to the controversial quota 
problem, Exon said, he believes 
“the final proposed draft of the 
new charter will be acceptable 
not only to the Nebraska delega­ 
tion, but to the vast majority of 


the delegates from across the 
nation.” 
Exon will head a 14-member 
Nebraska delegation at the con­ 
vention, which opens in Kansas 
City Friday. 
No Democratic governor 
voted against the affirmative ac­ 
tion plan at the South Carolina 
caucus, Exon noted, “ but I 
would admit that some of them 
viewed it with less enthusiasm 
than I did.” 
Nebraska delegates discussed 
the plan at an informal caucus in 
Lincoln last month, Exon said. 
‘No Formal Vote’ 
“There was no formal vote.” 
he noted. "We discussed it for a 
considerable length of time, and 
I would say there was no out­ 
spoken opposition.” 
On another issue which may 
divide the mini-convention. 
Exon said he opposes proposals 
for a mandatory national con­ 
vention every two years. 
National conventions are now 
mandatory only in presidential 
election years. 
“ I think mid-term conventions 
should be called only for a 
specific purpose,” the governor 
said.

Pioneer 11 Probe Inspects Mighty Jupiter 


MOUNTAIN VIEW, Calif. (AP) - Pioneer 
11 challenged the fierce rays of Jupiter on 
Monday, preparing to dart through its 
dangerous radiation belt and then skim up its 
face, collecting data that scientists hope will 
unlock some of the secrets of the universe. 


As the spacecraft whirred through space at 
50,000 miles per hour toward its perilous 
rendezvous with the giant planet at 9:22 p.m. 
PST, scientists announced that it had given 
mankind a first peek at a tiny polar icecap on 
Callisto, one of Jupiter’s moons. 


“ We have found a very tiny south pole on 
Callisto,” said Dr. Tom Gehrels, chief of the 
Pioneer 11 picture-taking team. “ It is a well- 
defined south pole and it’s never been seen 
before ” 


Callisto, the outermost of the four major Jo­ 
vian moons discovered by Galileo in 1610, is 
considered the most likely location for a 
manned space landing Decause it receives less 
intense radiation from Jupiter than the other 
moons. 


Gehrels said the closeup television pictures 
also disclosed dark features in Jupiter’s south 
temperate zone. He said this indicated the 
weather zone, shown as a solid white stripe in 
pictures taken a year ago by Pioneer 10, may 
be breaking up. 


Scientists were confident that the 570-pound 
spacecraft would survive to fly on for a rendez­ 
vous with Saturn in 1975, even though they 
reported a slight malfunction in its picture- 
taking equipment. They said they could not 


immediately determine if the malfunction was 
caused by the planet’s radiation. 


Pioneer 11 was programmed to pass 26,600 
miles above the planet’s cloud cover. It will be 
pelted with deadly electrons and protons. 


“ Where we may get in trouble is with the 
protons,” said Dr. John Wolfe, Pioneer 
project scientest here at the National 
Aeronautics and Space Administration’s Ames 
Research Center which controls the 
spacecraft. “ If they are of high energy, they 
may get into the spacecraft and do some 
damage.” 


Scientists will not know whether Pioneer 11 
survives the ordeal until about two hours after 
its closest approach to Jupiter. They expected 
it would take the spacecraft 90 minutes to pass 


out of Jupiter’s intense radiation zone and 
another 30 minutes to message its fate back to 
earth. 


The spacecraft was to approach from the 
south pole, duck through the radiation belt, 
trace a corkscrew path up the face of the 
planet and then leave from the north polar 
region. This course will give scientists their 
first pictures of the polar regions and their 
best pictures ever of Jupiter’s swirling giant 
red spot, believed to be a centuries-old, 30,000- 
mile-long hurricane. 


The vehicle’s tiny telescope began Monday 
to transmit back to scientists their best pic­ 
tures ever of Jupiter, showing them that it 
looks like an orange and white striped basket­ 
ball.

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Denney Asks $30,000 Mayor's Pay

City Councilman Max Denney proposed Mon­ 
day that the council set the mayor’s salary at $30,- 
000 annually for the next four years. 
Council members will hold a public hearing 
next week on an ordinance establishing the mayor’s 
salary for the term beginning in May, 1975. 
Denney introduced the proposal as a result of 
the charter amendment approved Nov. 5 when 
voters removed the requirement that the mayor be 
paid more money than any of his department 
heads. The amendment also set up a new 
procedure for determining the chief executive’s 
wage. The council now is required to set a salary by 
Jan. 1 for the next four-year term of office. 
Mayor Sam Schwartzkopf receives $26,875 an­ 
nually. 
Public Hearing First 
Council members John Robinson and Helen 
Boosalis said they preferred to hear what citizens 
have to say about the salary issue, before setting a 
salary. Councilman Richard Baker sided with 
Denney, arguing that the $30,000 figure is “ an 
adequate salary in our inflationary times.” 
Mayor Schwartzkopf has not taken a position 
on the salary matter. He also has not announced 
whether he will run for re-election this spring. 
Referring to the upcoming mayoral race, 


Robinson asked if a council member had to resign 
that seat in order to run for the mayor’s job. 
Denney, often mentioned as one such can­ 
didate, said, “ I have looked into that and there is 
no such requirement.” 
Robinson said he thought there should be. 
Four Up For Re-Election 
Four council members also are up for re- 
election this spring — Baker, Boosalis, Steve Cook 
and Bob Sikyta. None have announced their 
political intentions, but Baker hinted Monday he 
will be a candidate. 
Council members Sue Bailey, Cook and Sikyta 
were absent from the meeting. They are attending 
a National League of Cities conference in Houston 
this week. 
With three lawmakers absent, the council 
could not reach a majority decision on Rose Equip­ 
ment Co.’s application for a zoning change in West 
Lincoln. 


The council split 3-1 to approve the firm’s 
request to build a truck sales and equipment 
business on a five-acre tract near the Interstate 80 
exit ramp and West 0. 
Baker, Denney and Robinson voted yes, while 
Boosalis voted no. Four votes are needed for a 
decision. The application will be held over for 
another vote next week. 
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The council authorized the preparation of an 
application to the Department of Housing and Ur­ 
ban Development for federal dollars to help pay 
the cost of applying for additional federal funds for 
community development. 
The city already has approved a $10,500 con­ 
tract with a Chicago consulting firm to supervise 
the preparation of that application. 
Community Development Director Leo 
Scherer said the initial application for funds also 
will pay for any public relations costs incurred. 
Lincoln will be eligible for an estimated $8.9 
million in community development dollars over the 
next six years.

Senate report shows that seven 
of the nation's largest oil com- 
panies pay five per cent or less of 
their net income in federal in- 
come taxes, and Sen. Henry M. 
Jackson, D-Wash., says that is

"They must be made to 


ihoulder an equitable part of the 
burden borne by other citizens, 
both individual and corporate,"

"These firms have had effec- 


tive U.S. tax rates of from 30 per 
cent to 48 per cent," he said. 


Individual American taxpayers 


in 1972 had an effective annual 
tax rate of 13 percent, Jackson 
said. 


If the oil companies are to be

Washington (DPI) - More 


than 35,000 persons have been 
stranded by snowstorms in Ohio, 
Michigan, Pennsylvania and 
Maryland, the American Red 
Cross announced here Monday.

Washington (UPI) -- Six 


months after President Richard 
M. Nixon promised nuclear 
power plans to Egypt and Israel, 
the United States has been un- 
able to make good on its pledge 
because of protracted 
negotiations over safeguards to 
prevent them from being 
diverted to military uses. 


Administration officials said 


Monday that the Atomic Energy 
Commission and the State 
Department are still negotiating 
with the two governments on 
ways of preventing plutomum, 
generated by the reactors, from 
being used to produce atomic 
bombs 


Undersecretary of State 


Joseph J. SBCO testified before a 
congressional committee Sept 
16 that the United States was in- 
sisting that both countries place 
these power plants, and all 
future nuclear materials from 
foreign suppliers, under inter- 
national safeguards. 


These safeguards, according to 


the American proposal, would 
be administered by the inter- 
national Atomic Energy Agency, 
a United Nations-related 
organization 


Sources reported that Egypt 


was initially agreeable to the 
US safeguards proposal but 
requested that Israel place its 
nuclear research reactor at 
Dunona under international in- 
spection. 


The Dimona plant is generally 


believed capable of creating suf- 
ficient plutonium to produce 
several Israeli nuclear bombs a 
year. Israeli officials have 
adamantly denied that the facili- 
ty is bong used for this purpose. 


Furthermore, Israel is 


reported to be resisting inter- 
national safeguards for the 
Dimona reactor. 


U.S. officials decline to com- 


ment on the progress of 
negotiations with Egypt and 
Israel. 


But they report that when 


agreement is reached with the 
two countries on safeguards, the 
accords will be made public and 
will be presented to Congress. 


In the meantime, the United 


States continues to insist on the 
safeguards and has no plans to 
supply the promised reactors un- 
til that requirement is satisfied. 
Egypt Seeks

London (AP) - Egypt has 


been negotiating with the Soviet 
Union since October for the 
supply of an atomic reactor, of- 
ficials of both countries reported 
Monday.

WASHINGTON - The dilem- 


ma in Washington these days is 
that half the politicans seem to 
be evading the harsh economic 
facts while the other half are 
exaggerating the gloom and 
almost talking us into a depres- 
sion. 


The reporters and editors are 


vaguely baffled by this pickle. 
They remember that it was the 
fatuous optimists who misled 
the country in the real depres- 
sion of the 1930's, but as William 
Manchester reminds us in his 
magnificent narrative history of 
the last 40 years ("The Glory and 
the Dream"), the G.N.P. was 
down to $41 billion in 1932 and 
the average weekly wage of 
those lucky enough to find jobs 
was $16.21. 


Now the situation is awkward, 


and in the automobile towns it is 
alarming, but the calamity 
howlers are adding to the 
depression psychology and 
making things even worse than 
they need to be. 


For example, many companies

now seem to be holding back on 
essential purchases for fear of 
what might happen in 1975, and 
there is upward pressure on both 
prices and wages in the belief 
that President Ford will finally 
be forced to adopt wage and 
price controls.

Washington is a little jittery 


too. Because everybody who has 
a pain sooner or later comes 
here to compUm about it, the 
capital has a tendency to think 
everybody has a pain. According- 
ly it is not a bad idea to assume 
here that nothing is ever quite as 
good or as bad as Washington 
thinks it is — leaving out Nixon, 
of course, who was worse. 


Not so long ago normally sen- 


sible people here were 
depressing the country with 
horror stories about automation 
throwing millions of men and 
women out of work, about the 
menace of the Sino-Soviet 
alliance, about the missile gap, 


and the Sputnik gap, the genera-

It 
has been spending too much, 
going too fast, living too high, 
and the bills are now coming in 
from the credit card companies. 
This is not primarily a Gerald 
Ford problem, though it might 
help if he stayed around and 
struggled with it, but a national 
problem, involving decades of 
waste and illusion. 


It is popular now to say that 


"you can't indict a whole 
nation," and it is obviously 
easier to blame the President or 
the Congress or the press, but 


our present difficulties are not 
merely 
political 
but 


philosophical. Even while they 
blame Ford or George Meany, 
most thoughtful men and' 


women here recognize the 
general nature of the present 
American condition.

Nothing in the American 


experience hat prepared our 
people for precisely the mixture 
of monetary inflation and 
economic recession, four-fold in- 
creases in petroleum prices, and 
worldwide shortages of food 
now disrupting the life and 
politics ef the nation. 


But over 100 years ago, Emer- 


son and the other philosophers 
of a simpler age were defining 
the principles that govern people 
in their private and communal 
lives.

It has 
commonly cost him all hit 
peace, and the best of Ui manly 
attribute*. To preserve for a 
short time so conspicuous an 
appearance before the world, be 
is content to eat dust before the 
real master* who stand erect 
behind the throne ... This law 
writes the laws of cities and 
nations. It is vain to build or plot 
or combine against it."

There is anxiety in America 


now because, or so it seems 
here, we have violated his hard 
simple law. Things simply refuse 
to be mismanaged for long 
without trouble. Turn the world 
as you will, it tends to balance 
itself, in reward or retribution. 


This is what is happening in 


America now. It is having to 
adjust to a world that has taken 
America's own ideals of equali- 


ty, profit, supply and demand 
quite seriously, and it is a very 
painful process. 


The oil-producing nations are 


saying it's their turn now. They 
are selling what the industrial 
world needs at the highest price 
they can get. The sugar 
producers, the coal miners, the 
bauxite merchants, the cigar- 
makers, the newsprint manufac- 
turers, the farmers, the food 
processors, the supermarkets 
and the pro quarterbacks are all 
charging whatever the market 
will bear. 


So things are a little mixed up 


and everybody is looking for 
painless solutions and hoping to 
get back to where we .were 
before, with cheap gas and 96 
fancy new models to choose 
from. But it's not on, folks. That 
world has gone. We're going to 
have to make do and mend for a 
while, but this is a very strong 
country and it will get along if 
we don't talk ourselves into a 
mess.

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Change In Gambling Laws 


The Nebraska Legislature may con- 


sider during the 1975 session legislation 
which would legalize "social" gambling in 
this state. 


We suppose that "social gambling" 


means a game of cards or other games of 
chance among "friends" in a private place 
— at home or at the club—where a person 
stands to win or lose depending on his luck 
or skill and where no third party such as 
"the house" stands to profit from the 
game. 


The legalization of social gambling un- 


der a definition of that sort makes sense 
because it recognizes what goes on in viola- 
tion of existing law and it would take the 
hypocrisy out of the present situation in 
which law enforcement cracks down on 
some people who gamble while ignoring 
others. 


We agree with Sen. John DeCamp, 


who believes that social gambling, now 
prohibited, is essentially a victimless crime 
and that the law should concentrate on 
crimes where there are victims. 


But the Legislature, if it should con- 


sider repealing or changing the hypocritical 
and unobserved gambling laws, should also 


be careful in drawing up new rules for 
gambling. 


The Star's "Column A" feature this 


week took note of official displeasure with 
Iowa's new gambling law under which in- 
dividuals of any age can win or lose up to 
$500 in any single 24-hour period. Gambling 
in Iowa is permitted in public places, in- 
cluding taverns. 


Some Iowa officials think the new law 


is unenforceable because it is difficult to 
ascertain whether or not a person has won 
or lost more than or less than $500 in the 
24-hour period and whether or not there is 
a social connection between all of the par- 
ticipants in a given game. Iowa officials 
also point to a number of disruptive in- 
cidents — even murder — which have been 
linked to gambling in Iowa taverns since 
the new law took effect. 


Drinking, gambling and strangers are a 


bad mix. 


Nebraska lawmakers should stay away 


from that kind of mixture when and if they 
consider changing the state's gambling 
laws. We think "social gambling" should 
be decriminalized, but the Legislature 
should approach the subject with caution. 


Go/cfwafer Sounds Off 


In China when the leadership is dis- 


pleased or there is about to be a shift in 
policy or when something else is afoot, the 
people are let in on it via wall posters or 
obliquely-worded editorials in any number 
of party, military or government journals. 
Straightforward announcements are hard 
to come by in The Peoples Republic. 


In the U.S., it's different. As one exam- 


ple, when displeasure is mounting in the 
Republican Party, Sen. Barry Goklwater 
goes on the tube and lets it all hang out. 


Monday Goldwater let it be known 


that he (which really means "they") is not 
happy with President Ford's performance 
or with Nelson Rockefeller's nomination as 
vice president. 


The Goldwater formula for polishing 


the GOP's image, increasing the 
President's sagging popularity and in 
general saving the nation is, as always, 
simple: Ford should "park Air Force One 
in the hanger for eight months," lead the 
fight for building the nation's conventional 
military forces, appear as if he knew what 
he was talking about with regard to the

Lode inward, says Goldwater, and stop 


talking to the kids on the next block when 
your own clubhouse needs fixing up. 


We think Goldwater is right in 


criticizing Ford's sophomoric approach to 
the tangled economic situation. The Presi- 
dent needs to burn the midnight oil in 
gaining understanding of the problems and 
he needs to find the courage to impose 
harsh solutions. 


But we see nothing wrong with the 


President talking with foreign leaders and 
trying, even if it proves to be fruitless, to 
come to some sort of agreement that would 
curtail the crazy spending on nuclear 
weaponry.

Egypt's call for an emergency 


conference of Arab nations to 
consider joint action to restrain 
Palestine Arab extremists from 
committing acts of terrorism 
outside Israel has encouraged 
the hope that at long last the 
Arab government may be willing 
to cooperate with the West in 
anti-terrorist measures. 


In Britain a proposal has been 


made by Lord Chalfont, former 
Labor Minister of State and dis- 
armament expert, for an inter- 
national organization outside the 
U.N. to combat political 
terrorism. 


Writing in The London Times, 


Lord Chalfont said it was high 
time the civilized world declared 
open warfare on political 
terrorism. 


The principal functions of the 


proposed international anti- 
terrorist organization would be 
the gathering and exchange of 
information on terrorist per- 
sonalities, movements and 
methods of operation. 


Lord Chalfont also suggested 


an international agreement for 
establishment of capital punish- 
ment as the maximum penalty 
for political terrorism. 


Unless there is a powerful and 


sustained public demand for 
strong measures to combat inter- 
national terrorism, there is little 
likelihood that even the Western 
governments would give serious 
consideration to Lord Chalfont's 
proposal. There is no likelihood 
at all that the Arab governments 
would do so. 


The British, French and 


Italian governments are opposed 
to the creation of new inter- 
national organizations outside 
the U.N. Western European 
government officials point out 
that the gathering and exchange 
of information on political 
terrorists is already being done 
by Interpol (the International 
Police system) and other in- 
telligence agencies, though they 
do not deny that a great deal 
more information could un- 
doubtedly be gathered if a 
separate international organiza- 
tion, backed by full government 
support, was concentrating on 
the task.

than any moral renuncUtkn of 
terrorism as a political weapon.

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Jhiellen Finding 
Job Hunt Tough

Steven Edward Thiellen, 24, 


Nebraska's first draft evader to 
return to the country under 
President Ford's Vietnam t era 
re-entry program, is finding it 
hard to find a job, and time is 
running out. 


Thiellen returned from On- 


tario, Canada, and turned him- 
self in Oct. 29. A federal grand 
jury indicted him on draft eva- 
sion charges Sept. 30, 1970. He 
failed to report to his local draft 
board here June 16,1970. 


Thiellen says he feels the 


President's return program is 
"economic punishment." 


Thiellen and his wife now live 


with his parents here. 


Thiellen said he has been 


turned down just about every- 
where he has gone looking for a 
job because under the provi- 
sions of the Ford proposal, the 
jobs must be exclusively open to 
him — there can be no other 
applicants. 


Even with the help of State 


Selective Service Director Ed- 
ward Binder, * Thiellen said, 
"Now where are you going to 
find a job that anyone wants 
where you're the only applicant. 
They're not really trying to 
punish you out front, they're 
trying to punish you economic- 
ally." 


Thiellen said he would like to 


do something socially signifi- 
cant under the two-year plan but 
that "what they want to do is 
scrub floors or be a bed pan 
nurse for your time, and then 
they say fine, take off." 


Thiellen added that even 


after completion of the work 
program, the record on his in- 
dictment will not be erased, but 


<will stay with him for the rest 
of his life. 


Thiellen has been quoted as 


saying he would like to return to 
Canada after finishing his 20- 
month alternative service. He 
said prospective employers have 
misinterpreted the statement. 


The reason he wants to return 


to Canada is because employers 
there accept him, whereas he is 
not accepted in the United 
States. 


Thiellen said he was not aware 


of all the complications in the 
Ford plan when he made the 
decision to return. 


"I thought you could come 


back and take about any job. . - 
and jobs wouldn't be so hard to 
get . . . . man . . 
there's a 


hundred applicants for every job 
that pays over $5,500 a year." 


Thiellen said he does not think 


the Ford proposal offers amnes- 
ty at all. 


"I wish people would stop 


calling it amnesty. It's not even 
called amnesty in the procla- 
mation. It's a re-earned, re-en- 
try program," said Thiellen. 


Thiellen said the government 


has not admitted that Vietnam- 
era draft evaders were right in 
refusing to be inducted, ."they 
make you sigh a bond on your 
own recognizance, they make 
you feel like a criminal, and they 
want you to take the lowest sort 
of job. But they actually don't 
say that, they hide it in the 
rules." 


Under the proposal, Thiellen 


must find a job by Friday. In the 
meantime, he says he is waiting 
by the telephone.

"Next to inflation, the energy crtts 


looms as our most Mriout problem" in the 
U.S., Roy M. Kottmut of Ohio State 
University said Monday in Lincoln. 


Because U.S. energy requirements win 


triple by the year 2000, Americans must 
make a commitment to conserve in con- 
suming current supplies and reserves while 
searching for new sources, the dean of the 
College of Agriculture and Home 
Economics said. 


That commitment will be necessary to 


maintain the U.S. standard of living and 
the -strength of the economy and the 
national defense, he told about 190 people 
in an appearance sponsored by Sigma Xi, 
the North American national scientific 
research society at the University of 
Nebraska-Lincoln. 


"We won't be out of the woods at least 


for the remainder of this century," Kott- 
man said in an earlier interview. While he 
said he remains optimistic about gaining 
solutions before the energy pinch turns into 
depletion, he is "concerned about the 
general attitude of the public."

Beatrice — A proposed "split

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Legislature To Collect Homework Of Interim Study Committees

The newly elected and current members of the legislature will 


meet Wednesday to plan for the coining session of the Legislature 
and collect the reports from the studies assigned to committee* 
during the interim. 


The Legislature will be meeting unofficially as the Legislative 


Council, the organization set up to carry on the business of the 
legislature when it is not in session. The official legislative session 
does not begin until Jan. 8. 


According to council Chairman Eugene Mahoney, it has been 


the best year ever for legislative homework. 


Mahoney said, "I think they have done an excellent job." He 


said the work they have done "is more far reaching than the perfor- 
mance ever was in past sessions." 


He said he remembered years when interim study committees 


didn't ever meet. 


Some of the committees' findings contradict. Some of them 


will be the subject of many of the major debates during the coming 
session of the Legislature. Others will be forgotten. 


The committee findings listed here were compiled by The 


Associated Press from records of meetings and interviews with 
committee chairmen, committee members and staff. 


These are the committee findings: 


Agriculture And The Environment 


—County boards should propose the minimum land use 


regulations needed by- their counties. The Natural Resource 
Districts should advise the counties. The Ag Committee should look 
at the counties' proposals and meld them into land use legislation. 


—Antitrust action should be taken against firms which control 


the price of goods sold to the farmer and firms which control the 
price of commodities the farmer sells. 


—Research should be expanded in the areas of making fuel 


from grain alcohol, "gasohol," and making table sugar from com. 


—Nebraska should continue to work with surrounding states in 


an effort to create a regional veterinary college. The state should 
attempt to get more Nebraskans accepted to vet schools in other 
states. 


—Legislation possibly should be introduced which would limit 


irrigation well drilling in areas where water is in short supply. 


Appropriations Committee 


—The state should take competitive bids on office space. 
—It is hard to compare the academic standing of the University 


of Nebraska with other Big Eight schools because universities are 
hard to compare. 


—The tax rates set by the state board of equalization several 


weeks ago will provide enough money to get the state through the 
end of fiscal 1975. 


—Nine other reports. 


Banking Commerce And Insurance 


—Women have a problem in getting credit, but there is no sim- 


ple way to end discrimination in the credit industry. Additional 
hearings have been scheduled for Saturday in Kearney and Dec. 14 
in Omaha. 


—The Banking Committee of the new Legislature should

“ economic punishment.” 
Thiellen and his wife now live 
with his parents here. 
Thiellen said he has been 
turned down just about every­ 
where he has gone looking for a 
job because under the provi­ 
sions of the Ford proposal, the 
jobs must be exclusively open to 
him — there can be no other 
applicants. 
Even with the help of State 
Selective Service Director Ed­ 
ward Binder, Thiellen said, 
“ Now where are you going to 
find a job that anyone wants 
where you’re the only applicant. 
They're not really trying to 
punish you out front, they’re 
trying to punish you economic­ 
ally. ” 
Thiellen said he would like to 
do something socially signifi­ 
cant under the two-year plan but 
that “ what they want to do is 
scrub floors or be a bed pan 
nurse for your time, and then 
they say fine, take off.” 
Thielien 
added 
that even 
after completion of the work 
program, the record on his in­ 
dictment will not be erased, but 


«will stay with him for the rest 
of his life. 
Thiellen has been quoted as 
saying he would like to return to 
Canada after finishing his 20- 
month alternative service. He 
said prospective employers have 
misinterpreted the statement. 


The reason he wants to return 
to Canada is because employers 
there accept him, whereas he is 
not accepted in the United 
States. 
Thiellen said he was not aware 
of all the complications in the 
Ford plan when he made the 
decision to return. 
“ I thought you could come 
back and take about any job. . 
and jobs wouldn't be so hard to 
get . . .

there’s a 
hundred applicants for every job 
that pays over $5,500 a year.” 


Thiellen said he does not think 
the Ford proposal offers amnes­ 
ty at all. 
“ I wish people would stop 
calling it amnesty. It’s not even 
called amnesty in the procla­ 
mation. It’s a re-earned, re-en­ 
try program.” said Thiellen. 
Thiellen said the government 
has not admitted that Vietnam- 
era draft evaders were right in 
refusing to be inducted, “ they 
make you sign a bond on your 
own recognizance, they make 
you feel like a criminal, and they 
want you to take the lowest sort 
of job. But they actually don’t 
say that, they hide it in the 
rules.”

By Southeast Nebraska Bureau 
Beatrice — A proposed “ split 
rate” schedule, which would 
charge residential electric 
customers more for summer 
usage than winter, gained first- 
round approval by the city coun­ 
cil here Monday night. 
As presented by board of 
Public Works Manager Jim 
Bauar, the diffential would be in 
effect from May through Oc­ 
tober and would apply only 
when consumption exceeds 800 
kilowatt hours per month. At 
that point the rate would jump 
from .017 per kwh to .019 per 
kwh. in effect hitting customers 
with average or larger air con­ 
ditioners. 
The summer hike is the most 
significant part of a general in­ 
crease asked by BPW to bring 


revenues into line with rising 
costs. The new schedule, which 
evoked little opposition at its 
first hearing, would replace a 
temporary surcharge which has 
been in effect since September 
but which would expire Dec. 31. 
“ Inflation is driving us crazy 
like everyone else.” said Bauar, 
noting that the city will invest 
$54,000 in expansion electrical 
equipment over the next three 
years. 
“ Unfortunately, the 
residential customers is not 
paying his fair share.” 
It was decided to seek the 
mam increase on summer usage, 
the manager explained, because 
of “ the exceedingly high 
ratchet” applied by the 
Nebraska Public Power District 
(NPPD) as the city’s wholesale 
supplier. This amounts to about 


$30,000 of unused electricity 
during half the year, based upon 
a "peak demand” rate. 
Increases proposed for com­ 
mercial and industrial user also 
reflect the split rate. However, 
Bauy said residential users 
would bear the brunt of the in­ 
crease because studies indicate 
their share is proportionately 
low. 
On another matter, the council 
approved specifications for a 
new garbage contract to be con­ 
sidered at the Dec 16 meeting. 
Bids to be opened at that time 
will be on the basis of nonman­ 
datory collections as opposed to 
a previous bid opening which 
stressed mandatory collection. 
In a related action, the council 
referred to its licenses and con­ 
tracts committee a request from 


Rush Disposal Service, the pre­ 
sent garbage contracter, for per­ 
mission to hike residential rates 
Banker John Dando presented 
figures showing that the firm is 
losing about $3,000 per month 
because of spiraling labor and 
transportation costs. 
He said the firm’s break even 
point" for weekly pickup would 
be $3 79 compared to the 
existing $2 65 monthly charge.

—Legislation possibly should be introduced which would limit 
irrigation well drilling in areas where water is in short su p p ly . 


Appropriations Committee 
—The state should take competitive bids on office space. 
—It is hard to compare the academic standing of the University 
of Nebraska with other Big Eight schools because universities are 
hard to compare. 
—The tax rates set by the state board of equalization several 
weeks ago will provide enough money to get the state through the 
end of fiscal 1975 
—Nine other reports. 


Bonking Commerce And Insurance 
—Women have a problem in getting credit, but there is no sim­ 
ple way to end discrimination in the credit industry. Additional 
hearings have been scheduled for Saturday in Kearney and Dec. 14 
in Omaha 
—The Banking Committee of the new Legislature should 
resolve problems caused by having a usury law which sets the

Constitutional Revision And Recreation

were willing to pay for. 
—The legislature should pass legislation to allow the State 
Game and Parks Commission to protect endangered species of

—Nebraska court rules should be updated. One change would 
automatically make all information available to a prosecutor 
available to the defense attorney. 
—In-laws should pay the lower inheritance tax rates which 
blood relatives now pay. 
—The problem of nonpayment of child support should be 
studied further, including reviews of the laws recently enacted in 
Nebraska and other states. 
—The Judiciary Committee should meet with the Revenue 
Committee to study the interest rates on unpaid taxes. Commercial 
interest rates have gotten so high that some individuals save money 
by delaying tax payments and paying the lower governmental in­ 
terest penalty.

A machine called a "multiple 


wave-length difference meter" 
passes sound waves through 
fruits and vegetables to deter- 
mine their degree of firmness. 
An individual fruit or vegetable's 
sound frequency is compared to

a standard frequency for tkt 
product type. 


The machine is currently 


being used experimentally to 
sort fresh fruit and vegetables 
for ripeness and internal defects. 
Eventually the machines may be 
used by producers to determine 
the best time to harvest. 


With the use of this new 


crystal ball, fresh fruits and 
vegetables can be sorted as they 
begin to ripen in storage, and 
then grouped by sound frequen- 
cy.

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Soil Moisture * 
In Short Supply 


Topsoil moisture supplies are 


short in 85% of Nebraska's coun- 
ties, while subsoil moisture 
supplies are short in 97% of the 
area, the State-Federal Division 
of Agricultural Statistics 
reported Monday. 


Moisture is needed in most 


areas of the state for fall seeded 
crops, pastures and replenishing 
subsoil water, the bureau said in 
its weekly crop-weather report. 


Com and sorghum harvests 


are virtually complete 
throughout the state, it was 
pointed out. 


The condition of wheat 


remained relatively unchanged 
from a week earlier, the bureau 


commented. In 21% of the coun- 
ties, the crop is reported as 
good, 66% list the crop as fair. 


The Panhandle and east cen- 


tral district reported mostly 
good wheat conditions. The re- 
cent moisture has allowed some 
fanners to finally plant and 
others to replant their wheat, it 
was reported. 


Range and pasture feed 


supplies are reported short in 
90% of the counties.

was a suicide, or accidental, and 
that a full report and decision 
would not be forthcoming until 
later, this week.

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Students Regents Aim To Be Heard

Three students, who votes put on the 


University of Nebralu Board of Regents, Mid 
Monday they don't plan to make waves but they 
aim to be heard, giving NU students a voice they 
never had before. 


The State Board of Canvassers Monday cer- 


tified election returns on a constitutional amend- 
ment naming the student body presidents of the 
three NU campuses as non-voting regents. 


Secretary of State Allen Beermann said after 


the governor certifies the returns, the students 
may be sworn into office immediately, just in 
time for the Dec. 14 regents meeting in Lincoln. 


IiMguatiM Jan. I 


The trio will join other elected offidab at the 


Jan. 9 inauguration ceremonies, Beermann said. 


Ron CUngenpeel, 21, of Valentine, is presi- 


dent of the Associated Students of the University 
of Nebraska (ASUN), the student government at 
the University of Nebraska-Lincoln. 


. An education major, Clingenpeel said that in 


seeking student-regent seats, the intent was never 
to bring up "stirring issues" antagonistically on a 
formal basis, such as allowing alcohol on campus. 


"I don't think it's going to be a we-they 


thing" of student members against the elected 
regents, CUngenpeel said. "It'll be an us thing" 
in accepting the same rights, responsibilities and 
privileges. 


"Right now, the biggest thing I have to do is 


to get caught up on a lot of the other things we 
haven't had time to do before," broadening 
previous efforts for "direct needs or wants of the 
students, things that directly affect us." 


Now "we have no idea of what the priorities 


are" on capital construction and budget 
proposals, or "how much money is eipected to be 
spent," he said. "It's the fust time students will 
have an input on thing* ttke that." 


While the rtudent-nfent teats wffl aDow in- 


fluence in executive sessions and on broader 
policy-making decisions at UNL, CUngenpeel 
said, "I don't want to be another administrator 
for the chancellor. 


"By our very .pretence, I think there's going 


to be a change in the atmosphere of board 
meetings," even without a vote, he said "Before, 
we weren't allowed to ask questions except 
during our time slot during informal sessions." 


From now on, CUngenpeel said, student 


questions "may be in a Ittle more depth than 
before." He said he anticipates the board 
members will "accept us as regents." 


Needs Orientatiott 


UNO Student Government Association (SGA) 


President Jim D. Sherrets of Omaha said his first 
objective is to "become oriented" to board 
responsibilities. "My main rote will be just to 
examine" the latitude allowed student members 
and their effect on board actions, he said. 


Sherrets, a senior majoring in political 


science, said he views his regent seat as "ground- 
breaking, so other people in the future can be 
much more productive with it." 


Meanwhile, "we'll make certain that the 


board is well informed of student viewpoints, 
something that they've been seriously lacking. 
We'll bring them up to the 20th Century," said 
Sherrets, who plans to attend NU Law School 
after graduation in the spring. 


Sherrets said he intends to inform students

"The lack of a vote, I suspect, will have very 


little effect on our influence," Sherrets said. 


Greg Sorensen, 24, ofKimball, wffl be the 


first NU student regent from the NO Medical 
Center in Omaha. The Pharmacy College 
graduate student; married, to president of the All 
Campus Student Senate.

"The main thing we're interested in right 


now,!' Sorensen said, "to the recommendations of 
the Rural Health Task Force. "-The regents last 
month approved three proposals to create a 
health manpower recruiting office, increased 
medical residencies and a student loan 
forgiveness program. They require approval and 
funding by the 1975 Legislature. 


"National health scholarship loan programs 


are in jeopardy right now," Sorensen said. The 
cost of Medical Center students' education "is far 
more costly than either UNO or UNL," averaging 


-.about $4,500 yearly for living expenses, tuition 


and books alone. 


Because medical training programs usually 


allow students no opportunity for summer work, 


s Sorensen said, "We're concerned about losing the 
"'national (loan) programs, and I think the state 


program in the future would at least supplement" 
any federal funding discontinuation.

Election Results Official; No Surprises Revealed 


The State Canvassing Board 


Monday certified the Nov. 5 
election results despite legal 
challenges in the Third District 
Congressional race and the 
legislative race in Scottsbluff. 


In those races the apparent 


losers, Democrat Wayne 
Ziebarth of Wilcox and Terry 
Carpenter of Scottsbluff, are 
searching for ways to reverse 
Secretary of State Allen J. Beer- 


mann's decisions favoring their 
opponents. 


The five-man board, chaired 


by Gov. J. James Exon, ap- 
proved vote totals giving 
Republican Mrs. Virginia Smith 
a 737-vote edge over Ziebarth in 
the congressional race. 


Board members also named 


William Nichol, a Scottsbluff 
county commissioner, the victor 
by 68 votes over former Sen. 


Terry Carpenter for the 48th 
legislative district seat.

A recount by Beermann wiped 


out a three-vote lead Carpenter 
held according to unofficial vote 
totals. 
v 


Carpenter, who resigned from 


the Legislature last spring after 
losing in the Democrat lieute- 
nant governor primary, mounted 
a write-in campaign to win back 
his legislative seat. 


Otherwise there were no sur- 


prises revealed in the official 
canvass. 


Voter turn-out Nov. 5 was the' 


lightest in a general election in 
the last 16 years. A total of 486,- 
956 Nebraskans cast ballots, the 
lowest since 1958 when 430,769 
people went to the polls. 


Still, the turn-out was higher 


than the 410,000 Beermann had 
predicted.

the division should concentrate 
on what many believe should be 
its major function: placement of 


unemployed blue-collar workers. 


"We think the government is 


trying to compete in what should 
be a private field," says R. 
Thomas Gumbert, owner of 
Gumbert Executive Exchange. 
"They're. taking our tax money 
and using it to put us out of 
business." 
'Nebraska Labor Com- 
missioner Gerald Chizek dis- 
agrees. "We're not trying to sti- 
fle free enterprise. There are 
enough people-looking for work 
that they (private 'agencies) 
aren't going to go busted."

Secretary o f State Allen Beerman n said after 
the go v ern o r certifies the retu rn s, the stu den ts 
may b e swo rn in to o ffice immediately , ju st in 
time fo r the Dec. 14 regen ts meetin g in Lin co ln . 
Ina ug ura tio n Ja n. 9 
The trio will jo in o ther elected o fficials at the 
Jan . 9 in au gu ratio n ceremo n ies, Beerman n said. 
Ro n Clin gen p eel, 21, o f Valen tin e, is p resi­ 
den t o f the Asso ciated Stu den ts o f the Un iv ersity 
o f Neb raska (ASUN), the stu den t go v ern men t at 
the Un iv ersity o f Neb raska-Lin co ln 


An edu catio n majo r, Clin gen p eel said that in 
seekin g stu den t-regen t seats, the in ten t was n ev er 
to b rin g u p "stirrin g issu es” an tago n istically o n a 
fo rmal b asis, su ch as allo win g alco ho l o n camp u s. 
“I do n ’t thin k it’s go in g to b e a we-they 
thin g” o f stu den t memb ers again st the elected 
regen ts, Clin gen p eel said. ‘‘It’ll b e an u s thin g” 
in accep tin g the same rights, resp o n sib ilities an d 
p riv ileges. 
“Right n o w, the b iggest thin g I hav e to do is 
to get cau ght u p o n a lo t o f the o ther thin gs we 
hav en 't had time to do b efo re,” b ro aden in g 
p rev io u s effo rts fo r "direct n eeds o r wan ts o f the 
stu den ts, thin gs that directly affect u s.”

Ohio State's Archie Griffin is favored to 
win the trophy as the outstanding player in the country. 


In the 39 years of the award, 37 of the award winners have 


been offensive backs. No interior linemen ever has won the 
Heisman and the only two to win it who were not backs were 
ends Larry Kelley of Yale in 1936 - the second year of the 
award — and Leon Hart of Notre Dame in 1949.

MIAMI (UPI) - Quarterback 


Bob Griese signed a new multi- 
year contract with the Miami 
Dolphins, then hurled two four- 
yard touchdown passes Monday 
night to dump the Cincinnati 
Bengals 24-3 before a crowd of 
71,962 in the Orange Bowl. 


The Dolphins took the open- 


ing kickoff and Griese marched 
them 87 yards in 14 plays to a 
touchdown with a four-yard toss 
to Mercury Morris. Griese 
duplicated the feat when Miami 
first got the ball in the second 
half, engineering an 81-yard 
drive in 11 plays capped by his 
four-yard scoring throw to Jim 
Mandich. 


Miami's defenders shut off the 


Bengals' running game and 
harassed quarterback Ken An- 
derson, the National Football 
League's leading passer, sacking 
him 
three times and 


destroying his timing. 


The Dolphins' defense also 


recovered three Cincinnati fum- 
bles, turning the last theft by 
Larry Ball at the Bengals' 37 into 
a two-yard touchdown plunge 
by Benny Malone with only 24 
seconds remaining in the game.

A Waste of Electricity 
Observation after watching my first game with the 30- 
second clock used experimentally in the Big Elight Conference: 
It’s a waste of electricity. 


Perhaps it has some merit to prevent slowdown games, but 
neither the Combuskers nor the South Dakota State Jackrab- 
bits needed to be prodded into firing away at the basket Satur­ 
day night. The clock might have gotten to 20 seconds once or 
twice. 


Of course, there has been a change effective this season to 
help provide the NCAA basketball rules committee more 
statistics on the value of its use. The clock now doesn’t start un­ 
til the ball has crossed the center line, which in effect makes it a 
40 second clock or thereabouts. 
One advantage of not starting it until the ball is over the 10- 
second line is that it helps teams get into their offense against 
full-court pressure defenses. This is especially helpful against a 
team using a zone defense. 


Iowa State’s Ken Trickey, for one, says the clock won’t have 
any effect on the way his Cyclones play the game this season 
because “ we’re going to shoot the ball,’’ but he’s against the 
clock. 


“ I’m not in favor of it because it imposes something on a 
coach,’’ he said. “If I’ve got a terrible team and I have to go 
down and play Guy Strong (Oklahoma State) and there is no way 
I can beat Guy Strong except to slow the ball down 1 should have 
that right. I don’t think you should pass rules to legislate how 
I’m going to play.’’ 
Huskers Show Promise 
Coach Joe Cipriano understandably was upset with the way 
the Cornhuskers palyed in their 87-72 victory over South Dakota 
State, but only because he knows it’s going to take a better per­ 
formance against teams coming up real soon on the schedule. 


In fact, the next game against Lx)ng Beach State in the Sun 
Devil Oassic Friday night will be a tough one for Nebraska. LB 
State opened its season with an 81-72 victory over Cal State at 
Los Angeles. 


The Huskers appear to have a good situation at guard once 
junior college transfer Steve Willis becomes more acquainted 
with the NU system. He should work very well with Jerry Fort, 
whose abilities already are well recognized around the Big 
Eight. 
What will make it tough for the Huskers, especially against 
Long Beach State, is a front line that could stand to be a little 
taller. Yet, NU outrebounded SD State by a heafty 50-32 margin. 


“Overall height is probably our biggest strength,’’ said LB 
State's new coach Dwight Jones. “ We don’t have any short 
players and we’re all pretty tall. Out quickness also is fairly 
good.’’ 


The 49ers (that’s the LB State nickname) can be expected to 
play a controlled fast break with hurry-up offense and defensive­ 
ly they will play mostly a zone with an occasional full-court zone 
press. 
Lack of experience will be the big problem with only two 
squad members having had extensive playing time. Eleven 
members of the team are between 6-3 and 6^.

Fambrough To Quit, OU May Lose Coaches 


From News Wires 
One coach is definitely out and two more 
may be coaching new teams as Big Eight foot­ 
ball teams experienced a wild Monday. 
Kansas coach Don Fambrough who has 
compiled a 19-25-1 record in four years, told 
United Press International he will resign 
Tuesday, and retire from the sport. 


Meanwhile at Oklahoma, head Sooner 
coach Barry Switzer is being mentioned as the 
next head coach of the Atlanta Falcons while his 
chief assistant, Larry Lacewell is one of five 
candidates for the vacant head football job at 
Kansas State. 
The stunning news of Fambrough’s resigna­ 
tion leaves both Kansas and Kansas State 
searching for new head football coaches as K- 
State’s Vince Gibson resigned last week. 
“ 'There comes a time,” Fambrough told 
UPI, “ There never is an ideal time, but I feel 
this is the time to check it in. I know one thing. 
I’m not going to have that stomachache on 
Friday nights anymore. 


“It was a hard decision and the statement I 
made four years ago still holds,” he added. “I’ll 
never coach anywhere else.” 


Fambrough, whose three-year contract has 
one year to run, said he has not made any plans 
for his future. Observers say Fambrough 
probably will remain at the University of Kan­ 
sas in some capacity. 


A news conference is scheduled for Tuesday 
morning. 
Kansas lost the last six games this season to 
finish with a 1-6 conference record - the same 
as K-State. Fambrough’s best season was in 
1973 when KU went 7-4-1, including a second- 
place league tie with Nebraska and a Liberty 
Bowl berth. 


In 19 years as an assistant at KU, Fam­ 
brough has served under J. V. Sikes, Jack 
Mitchell and Pepper Rodgers. He was a co­ 
captain of the Kansas’ 1947 team that shared the 
league title and went to the Orange Bowl. 


Fambrough was only the second Kansas 
football captain of the 20th century to assume 
the coaching reigns at his alma mater. 
Switzer, on the other hand, said he would 
consider the Atlanta job if it were offered. He 
added that he has not been contacted by the 
Falcons. 
“'There’s no harm in visiting, talking with 
them,” he said of the Atlanta job, “It is difficult 
to make an evaluation without doing that. As far 
as I know the job isn’t open because they have 
an interim coach. I am not that familiar with the 
situation.” 
Tulsa World sports editor Bill Connors 
reported Monday, “ former Green Bay quarter­ 
back Bart Starr has indicated an interest in the 
position and there have been hints Don Shula, 
restless at Miami, might also be interested. 
“ But a man who recently dined with Smith 
(team owner Rankin) said that Atlanta owner 
did not think Shula was available and without 
reservation, his preference was Switzer,” Con­ 
nors said. 
Lacewell, Oklahoma’s defensive coor­ 


dinator, will be interviewed at Manhattan on 
Saturday about the KSU job. 
“I haven’t been offered the job and I don’t 
know what my decision would be if it is 
offered,” he said. “I think I have the best posi­ 
tion here at Oklahoma that an assistant coach 
could have. 
“ But I know if I am ever going to get a head 
coaching job, it’s going to have to be this year or 
next,” he said. “I can’t imagine that I would 
ever be in a better position than I am now.” 
KSU athletic director Ernie Barrett said 
there are four, besides Lacewell, in the running 
for the position. 


They include Bob Weber, a former head 
coach at Arizona and Gibson’s offensive coor­ 
dinator the last two years; LeRoy Montgomery, 
an assistant at Arkansas who was on Gibson’s 
original staff at Kansas State and two other can­ 
didates who wished to remain anonymous until 
a decision has been made. 
Barrett said he expects to have a new coach 
“early next week.”

Big 8 Coaches Frown 
On One-Platoon Plan 
Kansas City, Mo. (UPI) — If Big Eight foot­ 
ball coaches have their way, the proposal to 
return to one-platoon football will fall short of 
the majority vote needed at the NCAA conven­ 
tion Jan. fri. 
The proposal, made by the University of 
Oregon, has more sentiment than might be 
expected among big time college football 
programs. But that support is not in the Big 
Eight. 
“I think it would be ridiculous,” Nebraska’s 
Tom Osborne said Monday. “ There’s no (ques­ 
tion that we’re competing with professional 
football and anything we do to lessen the appeal 
of collegiate football would be a wrong move at 
this time.” 
Big Eight coaches gathered Monday for 
their annual meetings. 
Oklahoma’s Barry Switzer also is opposed 
to the return to one-platoon football. 
“Listen, I remember how it was,” said 
Switzer. “I played during that era and we spent 
75 per cent of our time working on defense and 
the kicking game. 
“If the professional people who we are^ 
competing against for the entertainment dollar' 
were legislating for us, what would be the first 
thing they would do? They’d vote for one- 
platoon football, that’s what. That’s the one 
thing that would make our game dull. 
“ Do you think Southern Cal could have 
come back against Notre Dame if we were 
playing oneplatoon football? No way . . . no 
way at all a team could come from a 24-0 deficit. 
In the old days, if a team scored 200 points a 
season, that was considered good. Now we’re 
scoring 500 points a year. We’ve got a great 
game.” 
Osborne and Switzer also believe the return 
to a Uneplatoon game would not save any 
money either. 
“ The numbers are the same,” said 
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KANSAS CITY (AP) - A to­ 
tal of 2,177,576 spectators saw 
the 45 home football games in 
the Big Eight Conference dur­ 
ing the 1974 season, league offi­ 
cials announced Monday. 
This was an average of 48,391 
per game and over 90 per cent 
capacity. 
Single game records were es­ 
tablished by Iowa State, Kansas 
State and Nebraska. The single 
season home records were 
Oklahoma at Nebraska, 76,636; 
Kansas at Kansas State, 45,000, 
and Nebraska at Iowa State, 37,- 
000. 


Osborne. “You still have to have two teams, 22 
players who are treated as a first team.

“I learned a long time ago that you play 
with what you have,” said Onofrio. “I don’t 
believe the 30 scholarships and unlimited sub­ 
stitution go together. But I’ll have to study the 
new proposal before I make up my mind. 
“ When we finally went away from the old 
rule, we had a pretty good thing. You could 
always get your quarterback, your punter and 
your defensive secondary on the field. Some 
variation of that might not be too bad.” 
New Bowl Rule 
For Pac Eight? 


Los Angeles (AP) — The Pacific-8 
Conference wants to keep the Rose Bowl on 
center stage, but most athletic officials want to 
at least explore the possibility of allowing other 
teams to play postseason football bowl games. 
The issue will be put to a vote of athletic 
directors at a meeting Dec. 5-9 at Berkeley, and 
an Associated Press survey found only two 
schools — Stanford and California — taking a 
strong stand against bowl expansion. 
The Pacific-8 and Big Ten conferences have 
league rules — and an unwritten agreement 
with the Tournament of Roses — that the Rose 
Bowl has exclusive rights to the Big Ten and 
Pac-8 university football teams for postseason 
play.

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SEC Nixes Proposal 
For Post-Season Meet 


Birmingham, Ala. (UPI)—The Southeastern conference 


Monday refused to create a port-season tournament to deter- 
mine the SEC basketball champion despite the recommenda- 
tion of its basketball coaches and athletic directors. 


The coaches and athletic directors Sunday night voted to 


recommend the tournament to the 10 presidents with only 
Alabama, Georgia and Kentucky objecting. 


However, the presidents turned down the proposal and 


agreed to continue selecting the conference champion 
through a double round robin schedule that requaires each ' 
team to play all other SEC teams twice — once at home and 
once away — each season. 


"They (the presidents) generally admitted the best way 


to determine a conference champion was with a double 
round robin,' said SEC commissioner Boyd McWborter. 


"There was near iinanimousfeeling," said Dr. William L. 


Giles, Mississippi State and SEC president, "That SEC teams 
playing SEC teams attract more people than playing outside 
schools. It generates good spirit." 


McWhorter declined to release the vote on the tournament 


issue but said it was "decisive." 


Several SEC coaches, led by Tennessee's Ray Mean, had 


said the double round robin schedule, which allows only 
eight games against non-conference foes in a 26-game 
schedule, prevented them from playing enough schools out- 
side the conference to gain national recognition and ranking. 


The Big Eight Conference is also considering a proposal 


to determine its league champion by a post-season tourna- 
ment.

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Federal Official Sidesteps 
Talk About Avoiding Taxes

The commissioner of the 


Internal Revenue Service (IRS) 
talked a lot Monday night about 
taxes and the services IRS will 
try to provide for taxpayers this 
year, but he wouldn't talk at all 
about how to avoid paying taxes. 


Donald C. Alexander spoke 


before the Great Plains Tax 
Institute at the Lincoln Country 
Club and said the IRS intends to 
make special efforts to provide 
the elderly and low-income per- 
sons with tax assistance during 
the 1975 income tax filing 
season. 


IRS district offices will try to 


provide service in those areas of 
the community which have a 
high concentration of older per- 
sons, he said, and will send 
taxpayer service representatives 
to provide tax assistance at nur- 
sing homes, hospitals, retire- 
ment communities and state 
welfare offices. 


'Taxmobiles' 


He said IRS offices are en- 


couraged to make use of 
"taxmobiles" and to try to es- 
tablish additional satellite of- 
fices in storefront locations and 
elsewhere.

About 25 kilograms, worth 


about $5,000, were seized, accor- 
ding to police. Authorities in San 
Diego, Calif., where the trunk 
was shipped, used a dog to 
detect the marijuana. Lincoln of- 
ficials were maintaining sur- 
veillance at the airport Friday 
when the man and woman 
arrived to pick up the trunk. 


A preliminary hearing on the

The only case where IRS infor- 


mation might be released to the 
White House, Alexander said,, 
"is if a man were being con- 
sidered for a cabinet ap- 
pointment." The White House 
might then ask the IRS if the 
prospective appointee had paid 
his taxes and the IRS will reply 
yes or no, he said. 


He said the person responsible 


for the release of then-President 
Nixon's tax return to the 
Providence (R.I.) Journal "has 
been terminated" and that the 
U.S. Department of Justice did 
not want to prosecute. 


Some information was 


transmitted about taxpayers to 
"some pretty bad people in the 
White House," he said. 


"Not a one of those people 


that I know of that gave out in- 
formation to the Nixon White 
House are still employed by the 
IRS. They were terminated." 


"I don't think I worked very 


well with the Nixon White 
House," he said. "Relations with 
the Ford White House have been 
both better and easier. 


"I don't think the IRS has any 


business focusing on so-called 
extremist organizations, but we 
do have the responsibility to see 
if an organization is political or if 
it is for charity" for the purposes 
of determining tax liabilities.

"We are now telling people

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High Court Asked To Overturn Kartman Sentence

The Nebraska Supreme Court 


was.asked Monday to overturn 
the Douglas County District 
Court's decision to send G. 
Merrill Kartman to prison for 
violating the terms of his proba- 
tion set up after he was con- 
victed of three counts of motor 
vehicle homicide. 


At the same time the Omaha 


public defender's office was 
arguing that his probation 
should not be revoked on the 
basis of a drunken driving arrest 
in Tulsa, Okla., The Douglas 
County sheriff's office was 
seeking him to serve an order of 


arrest stemming from a later in- 
cident. 


Three people were killed Aug. 


*,1971, in an Omaha automobile 
accident and Kartman was con- 
victed of motor vehicle 
homicide. He was sentenced to 
two months in the county jail 
and two years probation. 


On July 9, 1973, he was 


charged with defrauding an inn 
keeper and drunk and disorderly 
conduct in Omaha. The state 
charged that this was a violation 
of his probation and asked the 
Douglas County District Court to 
revoke his probation. 


He was found innocent of the 


criminal charges in Omaha 
Municipal Court and the 
prosecutor asked to withdraw 
the breach of probation charges. 


But the judge, according to 


Asst. Public Defender Bennett 
G. Homstein, would not allow 
the prosecutor to withdraw the 
charges unless new allegations of 
breach of probation were made. 
The new charges were based on 
a drunken driving arrest in 
Tulsa, Okla., and another arrest 
for allegedly disturbing the 
peace in a nearby suburb. 


Homstein said 
Judge 


Theodore L. Richling was ser- 
ving as a prosecutor and not a 


judge by inHstinf on the new 
charges. 


Richling found Kartman guilty 


of breaking probation and 
sentenced him to one to ten 
years in prison. 


Last month, Kartman was 


arrested on another drunken 
driving charge in Omaha. He was 
released on bond. 


Homstein said that Judge 


Richling read a newspaper ac- 
count of Kartman's release and 
ordered the Douglas County 
sheriff to arrest him. 


The sheriff's office said Mon- 


day that deputies had been un- 
able to find Kartman.

She said Nokes met the test of 


premeditation when he shot 
Mrs. Wilma Hoyt to keep her 
from telling that he had killed 
her husband. Nokes and his wife, 
Ena, then dismembered the 
bodies of the Culbertson couple 
and disposed of them in Harry 
Strunk Reservoir in Frontier 
County. That occured in 1973. 


Nokes shot Edwin Hoyt in an 


argument concerning the Nokes' 
three-way relationship with the 
Hoyt's daughter, Mrs. Kay Hein. 
Mrs. Hein had terminated'the 
relationship and told her parents 
Harold Nokes was trying to 
blackmail her. 


Mrs. Hutchinson said the con- 


secutive life terms were entirely 
within the court's discretion, in 
view of the fact that Nokes had 
voluntarily told of his role in the 
murders. 


The fact that Nokes was 


carrying a gun when the Hoyts 
were killed indicates premedita- 
tion, she argued, since Nokes 
normally was not armed. 


Counsel 'Incompetent' 


Kelley said Nokes was the vic- 


tim of incompetent legal counsel 
who should not have advised 
him to plead guilty to first 
degree murder and who did not 
object to certain searches and 
wiretaps. 


Mrs. Hutchinson said the court 


has ruled that it will not consider 
an> appeal alleged trial errors 
which were not raised during the 
lower court proceeding. 


She said Nokes' previous 


counsel had represented him 
"very well" by successfully 
presenting two mitigating cir- 
cumstances involving Nokes' 
mental state to the lower court. 
In addition, the counsel, whom 
Nokes had hired personally, 
managed to delay charges for 
two months, she said.

Shore Your Loss 
With Uncle Sam 


By JANE BRYANT QUINN 
New York — Since the start of 


the year, the Dow Jones In- 
dustrial Average has been 
thrown for a 24% loss. That 
means investors may well have 
some fresh new losers in their 
portfolio, as well as some sorry 
relics of bear markets past. 


But there's no need to 


shoulder all those losses 
yourself. If you sell out for tax 
purposes, you can shift part of 
the burden onto Uncle Sam. 


Unfortunately, investors are 


often reluctant to take year-end 
stock losses. It's a matter of 
face: as long as they hold the 
stocks they can kid themselves 
that they haven't really lost any 
money. According to the 
language of the illusion, a stock 
that drops is a "paper loss until 
you sell it, and only then does it 
become a "real" loss. 


The truth is that you've lost 


money on any stock that's down, 
whether you've faced it yet or 
not. And a "paper" loss'is all 
loss, while a loss you've realized 
can at least be turned into a tax 
advantage/ (There are some 
special circumstances when it 
makes sense for an investor to 
hold a loser, but generally you're 
better off selling.) 


Can Be Deducted 


Any losses realized before the 


end of Dec. 31 can be used to 
reduce your 1974 taxable income 
by $1,000. A short-term loss 
(taken on any security held for 
less than six months) can be 
deducted in full, but you can use 
only half of your long-term 
losses (from securities held 
longer than six months.) 


In other words,' $1,000 worth 


of short-term losses can be 100% 
deducted from your ordinary in- 
come. Whereas it takes $2,000 
worth of long-term losses to get 
a $1,000 deduction. This means 
that you ought to take a hard 
look at any stock you bought 
after early June: if it's a losers, 
you get twice the tax advantage 
by selling it now rather than let- 
ting it slide past the six-month 
holding period. 


If your losses are larger than 


$1.000, don't hesitate to take 
them. Any unused losses are 
carried forward to save you 
taxes in future years. Should the 
stock market go up next year, 
giving you some capital gains, 
you can reduce those gains by 
the amount of losses you've 
carried forward. 


For example, if you've banked 


§4.000 in short-term losses and 
have a gain next year of $3,000, 
your loss will completely wipe 
out your gain, which means you 
won't owe any taxes on it; 
furthermore, you'll still nave$l,- 
000 of your loss left to deduct 
from your ordinary income. (If 
your $4.000 loss were long-term, 
vou could use half of it to reduce 


your gain, leaving only $1,000 
worth of capital gains to report 
on your 1975 tax form.) 


You Can Repurchase 


If you have such faith in the 


stock that you don't want to give 
it up, you can sell it, then 
repurchase it after 31 days. 
(Don't buy any earlier, or you 
won't get the tax loss.) However, 
you can reinvest your money in 
any other interesting stock im- 
mediately. 


Cash basis taxpayers (which 


most of us are) can sell stocks for 
a loss right up to Dec. 31. But 
capital gains (if you have any) 
aren't usually recognized until 
the settlement date, five 
business days after sale. That 
means that this year any gains 
taken after Dec. 23 would nor- 
mally be reported on your 1975 
tax form. You can, however, jam 
a gain into the closing days of 
1974 by asking your broker to 
take a cash sale — a transaction 
that permits sale, delivery and 
payment all in the same day. An 
active stock will still go at the 
market price, but with thinly 
traded issues you usually have to 
offer a discount. 


If you're holding stock that 


isn't worth a sou, you have to 
show the Internal Revenue Ser- 
vice that you've no hope of 
gaining anything on it before 
they let you write it off. 


Bankruptcy records will do, or 


a letter (and 
financial 


statements) from the company 
proving that everyone has simply 
walked away from it. If the IRS 
suspects there may be residual 
value, you might have to sell 
your stock for one or two pen- 
nies a share, to establish the loss. 
Selling to a family member 
won't do; ask your broker to 
look for a buyer willing to risk a 
little money on a moribund com- 
pany. 


Don't forget that you can 


deduct all your investment 
expenses. These include the cost 
of phone calls to your broker, 
transportation to his office, his 
commissions, 
investment 


counseling fees, 
subscription 


costs for magazines, newspapers 
and advisory serviced that in- 
form your investment decisions, 
the interest you pay on your 
margin account, and the rent on 
the safe deposit box where you 
keep your securities. If you 
maintain an office at home to 
manage your investments, its 
expenses are deductible, too.

High Court As k ed To Ov erturn Kartman Sentence 


By The Associated Press 
The Nebraska Supreme Court 
was asked Monday to overturn 
the Douglas County District 
Court’s decision to send G. 
Merrill Kartman to prison for 
violating the terms of his proba­ 
tion set up after he was con­ 
victed of three counts of motor 
vehicle homicide. 
At the same time the Omaha 
public defender’s office was 
arguing that his probation 
should not be revoked on the 
basis of a drunken driving arrest 
in Tulsa. Okla., The Douglas 
County sheriff’s office was 
seeking him to serve an order of 


arrest stemming from a later in­ 
cident. 
Three people were killed Aug. 
4,1971, in an Omaha automobile 
accident and Kartman was con­ 
victed of motor vehicle 
homicide. He was sentenced to 
two months in the county jail 
and two years probation. 
On July 9, 1973, he was 
charged with defrauding an inn 
keeper and drunk and disorderly 
conduct in Omaha. The state 
charged that this was a violation 
of his probation and asked the 
Douglas County District Court to 
revoke his probation. 
He was found innocent of the 


criminal charges in Omaha 
Municipal Court and the 
prosecutor asked to withdraw 
the breach of probation charges. 
But the judge, according to 
Asst. Public Defender Bennett 
G. Homstein, would not allow 
the prosecutor to withdraw the 
charges unless new allegations of 
breach of probation were made. 
The new charges were based on 
a drunken driving arrest in 
Tulsa, Okla., and another arrest 
for allegedly disturbing the 
peace in a nearby suburb. 
Hom stein said Judge 
Theodore L. Richling was ser­ 
ving as a prosecutor and not a 


judge by insisting on the new 
charges. 
Richling found Kartman guilty 
of breaking probation and 
sentenced him to one to ten 
years in prison. 
Last month, Kartman was 
arrested on another drunken 
driving charge in Omaha. He was 
released on bond. 
Homstein said that Judge 
Richling read a newspaper ac­ 
count of Kartman’s release and 
ordered the Douglas County 
sheriff to arrest him. 
The sheriff’s office said Mon­ 
day that deputies had been un­ 
able to find Kartman.

Mrs. Hein had terminated the 
relationship and told her parents 
Harold Nokes was trying to 
blackmail her. 
Mrs. Hutchinson said the con­ 
secutive life terms were entirely 
within the court's discretion, in 
view of the fact that Nokes had 
voluntarily told of his role in the 
murders. 
The fact that Nokes was 
carrying a gun when the Hoyts 
were killed indicates premedita­ 
tion, she argued, since Nokes 
normally was not armed. 
Counsel ‘Incompetent’ 
Kelley said Nokes was the vic­ 
tim of incompetent legal counsel 
who should not have advised 
him to plead guilty to first 
degree murder and who did not 
object to certain searches and 
wiretaps. 
Mrs. Hutchinson said the court 
has ruled that it will not consider 
an appeal alleged trial errors 
which were not raised during the 
lower court proceeding.

Sh a re Yo u r L oss 
With Un cle Sa m

New York — Since the start of 
the year, the Dow Jones In­ 
dustrial Average has been 
thrown for a 24% loss. That 
means investors may well have 
some fresh new losers in their 
portfolio, as well as some sorry 
relics of bear markets past. 
But there's no need to 
shoulder all those losses 
yourself. If you sell out for tax 
purposes, you can shift part of 
the burden onto Uncle Sam. 
Unfortunately, investors are 
often reluctant to take year-end 
stock losses. It’s a matter of 
face: as long as they hold the 
stocks they can kid themselves 
that they haven’t really lost any 
money. According to the 
language of the illusion, a stock 
that drops is a “ paper loss until 
you sell it. and only then does it 
become a “ real" loss. 
The truth is that you’ve lost 
money on any stock that’s down, 
whether you’ve faced it yet or 
not. And a “ paper” loss is all 
loss, while a loss you’ve realized 
can at least be turned into a tax 
advantage. (There are some 
special circumstances when it 
makes sense for an investor to 
hold a loser, but generally you’re 
better off selling.) 
Can Be Deducted 
Any losses realized before the 
end of Dec 31 can be used to 
reduce your 1974 taxable income 
by $1,000. A short-term loss 
(taken on any security held for 
less than six months) can be 
deducted in full, but you can use 
only half of your long-term 
losses (from securities held 
longer than six months > 
In other words. $1,000 worth 
of short-term losses can be 100% 
deducted from your ordinary in­ 
come Whereas it takes $2,000 
worth of long-term losses to get 
a $1,000 deduction. This means 
that you ought to take a hard 
look at any stock you bought 
after early June: if it’s a losers, 
you get twice the tax advantage 
by selling it now rather than let­ 
ting it slide past the six-month 
holding period. 
If your losses are larger than 
$1 ,000, don’t hesitate to take 
them 
Any unused losses are 
carried forward to save you 
taxes in future years. Should the 
stock market go up next year, 
giving you some capital gains, 
you can reduce those gains by 
the amount of losses you’ve 
carried forward. 
For example, if you've banked 
$4,000 in short-term losses and 
have a gam next year of $3,000, 
your loss will completely wipe 
out your gam. which means you 
won t owe any taxes on it; 
furthermore, you’ll still have $1 ,- 
000 of your loss left to deduct 
from your ordinary income. (If 
your $4,000 loss were long-term, 
you could use half of it to reduce

your gain, leaving only $1,000 
worth of capital gains to report 
on your 1975 tax form.) 
You Can R epurchase 
If you have such faith in the 
stock that you don’t want to give 
it up, you can sell it, then 
repurchase it after 31 days. 
(Don’t buy any earlier, or you 
won’t get the tax loss.) However, 
you can reinvest your money in 
any other interesting stock im­ 
mediately. 
Cash basis taxpayers (which 
most of us are) can sell stocks for 
a loss right up to Dec. 31. But 
capital gains (if you have any) 
aren’t usually recognized until 
the settlement date, five 
business days after sale. That 
means that this year any gains 
taken after Dec. 23 would nor­ 
mally be reported on your 1975 
tax form. You can, however, jam 
a gain into the closing days of 
1974 by asking your broker to 
take a cash sale — a transaction 
that permits sale, delivery and 
payment all in the same day. An 
active stock will still go at the 
market price, but with thinly 
traded issues you usually have to 
offer a discount. 
If you’re holding stock that 
isn’t worth a sou, you have to 
show the Internal R evenue Ser­ 
vice that you’ve no hope of 
gaining anything on it before 
they let you write it off. 
Bankruptcy records will do, or 
a le tte r (and fin a n cia l 
statements) from the company 
proving that everyone has simply 
walked away from it. If the IR S 
suspects there may be residual 
value, you might have to sell 
your stock for one or two pen­ 
nies a share, to establish the loss. 
Selling to a family member 
won t do; ask your broker to 
look for a buyer willing to risk a 
little money on a moribund com­ 
pany 
Don’t forget that you can 
deduct all your investment 
expenses. These include the cost 
of phone calls to your broker, 
transportation to his office, his 
commissions, 
investment 
counseling fees, subscription 
costs for magazines, newspapers 
and advisory serviced that in­ 
form your investment decisions, 
the interest you pay on your 
margin account, and the rent on 
the safe deposit box where you 
keep your securities. If you 
maintain an office at home to 
manage your investments, its 
expenses are deductible, too.

New York (AP) — The stock 
market took a slow but steady 
pounding Monday at the hands 
of recession worries and ap­ 
prehension over a possibly 
prolonged coal strike. 
The Dow Jones average of 30 
industrials tumbled 15.64 to 
603.02, sinking to within 20 
points of its 12-year low of 584.56 
reached Oct. 4. 
It was the lowest close for the 
widely watched average since 
Oct. 8. 
Losers predominated over 
gainers 1,183 to 256 among the 
1,777 issues traded on the New 
York Stock exchange. 
The Big Board’s composite in­ 
dex of more than 1,500 common 
stocks lost .97 to 36.16. 
NYSE volume was a skimpy 
total 11.14 million shares, in a 
eflection of what brokers 
described as the ariness with 
which investors were regarding a 
contract ratification vote by 
striking coal miners. 
Should the workers reject the 
pact, analysts noted, the market 
would be faced with likelihood 
of an extended strike, with 
widened impact on the already 
troubled economy. 
“Over it all, there is the con­ 
cern that the recession will go 
deeper and last longer than had 
earlier been expected,” pointed 
out Saul Smerling at Standard & 
Poor’s Corp. 
An added drag on the market 
evidently was the recent 
steadying of short-term interest 
rates, which interupted a steady 
downtrend that was cited as a 
major factor in the market's ral­ 
ly in October and early 
November. 
On Friday New York’s First 
National City Bank held its 
prime, or basic short-term cor­ 
porate lending rate unchanged at 
10 per cent, and Monday mor­ 
ning the First National Bank of 
Chicago stood fast at 10V4. 
In coal stocks, Pittston lost 1% 
to 34; North American Coal 
dropped a point to 2 7*2, and 
Eastern Gas & Fuel was off 1 at 
23% 
Westinghouse Electric, the 
volume leader on the Big Board, 
slipped V4 to — 5/8 in trading that 
included a 100,000-share block at 
that price. 
Eastman Kodak slid 2% to 
62 in active trading. A Wall 
Street Journal article noted that 
an 
analyst 
recen tly 
recommended that the stock be 
sold, citing an uncertain sales 
outlook for photo products next 
year. 
Polaroid, also active, was off 
h at 20‘4. 
Elsewhere in the glamor sec­ 
tor. IBM fell 6 V2 to 170% Digital 
Equipment 35/s to 55% Merck 
2*2 to 65% and Hughes Tool lVg 
to 66% 
Bio-Dynamics, the American 
Stock Exchange volume leader, 
was off V4 at 13% 
The Amex market-value index 
sank 1.07 to 62.68.

Cattlemen Debate National Promotion

FMD fitter 


Norfofe -. More thin 900 cattle 


feeder* we already registered for the 
annual meeting of the Nebraska 
Livestock Feeders Anodatkm under 
way here and many mot* are expected 
to arrive Tuesday. 


The crush of farmers 
has 


cverwhlemed the motel facilities 
available in Norfolk. 


The feeders are meeting to discuss 


various aspects of the organization's 
policies. These meetings are expected 
to continue through most of Tuesday. 


Numerous resolutions are being 


debated with some early indication of 
interest centering on the rule for 
grading beef, new regulations governing 
the marketing of cattle futures, and a 
call 'for a national beef market promo- 
tion system to be funded by a man- 
datory checkoff system. 


Whatever the policies the organiza- 


tion decides to approve, one thing is 
quite clear. The number of livestock 
feeders participating in the decisions 
will be much larger than normal. Nearly 


one-fourth of the cattle todm in 
Nebraska are already in attendance and 
some leaders in the group betteve u 
many as half of the 4,ttO feeders will 
participate in some part of the three- 
day convention. 


Observers have noted an unusual 


number of young farmers at the 
meeting. 


The young cattlemen are frustrated 


because cattle prices are still generally 
below the cost of producing cattle to 
market weight. 


The marketing discussion Monday 


afternoon seemed to be leaning toward 
the national checkoff concept, but 
agreement on how the program would 
be operated is still far from complete. 


The feeders seem to want the govern' 


ment to collect the money and turn it 
over to their organization to be spent. 
Under the proposed program, beef 
producers would spend beef money, 
pork producers would run the pork 
program and sheepmen would operate 
lamb and wool promotion programs. 


Don Magdenz, executive secretary of 


the National Livestock Feeders 


organiiatkm, warned the group that the 
program might not be that simple. 


"There are some people who are 


arguing that the general farm 
organizations such as the Farm Bureau, 
the Farmers Union, the National 
Fanners Organization and the Grange, 
should play a role in how the money is 
to be spent," he said. 


"One real disadvantage of the idea is 


that whenever you get several million 
dollars together in one place, the people 
who control the spending of that money 
have a lot of power/' he warned. 


On the plus side of the argument is 


the fact that the livestock producers 
would have large sums of money to con- 
duct massive programs to advertise 
their products and to operate badly 
needed research programs, Magdenz 
said. 


He warned that funds accumulated 


under the program could not legally be 
used for lobbying Congress. He also 
noted that a provision in the law would 
allow farmers to ask for a refund if they 
did not want to contribute to the 
program. 


"You have to have this provision in 


the bUl, or you legally create a tax under 
the law which would lead to complete 
government control of the program. 
Most livestock feeders would oppose 
this," Magdenz said. 


Several proposals that would change 


the law governing the trading of 
livestock futures are being considered 
by the farmers attending the conven- 
tion. 


One proposal would limit the number 


of times a single lot of cattle could be 
traded to satisfy the delivery 
requirements of a cattle futures con- 
tract.

executive secretary, said he is 
"very confident" the employe 
organization will win the elec- 
tion. 


The Game and Parks Commis- 


sion is currently a NAPE 
stronghold having 140 dues- 
paying members. Only a simple 
majority of those employes 
voting is needed to give NAPE 
exclusive bargaining status. 


Schulz said there is no 


organized opposition to NAPE 
at Game and Parks. 


The proposed bargaining unit 


includes all commission 
employes except administrators, 
supervisors, game wardens and 
park superintendents. An AFL- 
CIO affiliate is seeking to 
organize the game wardens. 


The effort to gain exclusive 


bargaining status under 
Nebraska law means all 
employes whether NAPE 
members or not will have their 
salaries and grievances

The election represents a dis- 


tinct departure from NAPE's 
past policy which centered on 
improving employe benefits 
through lobbying state senators. 
It is seen as a reaction to 
organizing efforts by the 
American Federation of State, 
County and Municipal Employes 
(AFSCME), an AFL-CIO af- 
filiate. 


AFSCME last October won 


exclusive bargaining status at 
the State Department of Labor, 
where it is dominant.
